He  spent  a  considerable 
time  in  Paris  and  in  Florence,  where  his  two  sons,  Paul  and  Anatole,  were 
born.  The  latter,  the  husband  of  Princesse  Mathilde  Bonaparte,  became 
famous  for  his  art  collections  at  the  Villa  San  Donato  near  Florence,  the 
contents  of  which  were  sold  at  one  of  the  most  sensational  art  sales  of 
the  nineteenth  century.

He  was  creator  of  the  bronze  service  ordered 
by  Louis  XVI  in  commemoration  of  the  American  War  of  Inde- 
pendence. Under  the  Empire  he  made  table  garnitures  for  the  Tuil- 
eries  and  for  the  City  of  Paris,  and  a  dressing  mirror  and  a  toilette 
offered  by  the  Parisians  to  Marie  Louise,  similar  to  those  made  for 
the  Crown  of  Austria.  He  was  the  master  designer  of  the  cele- 
brated cradle  of  the  King  of  Rome.
